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Doubling the Rubber ‘Supply 





OME one once remarked that the true benefactor of the| 


human race was the man who made two ears of corn 
grow where only one had grown before, or words to that 
effect. Any man or organization which doubles the yield of 
any staple crop on a given area is a philanthropist at the 
same time that he is doing a profitable thing for himself. 

The Automotive Daily News has commented from time 
to time on the possibilities of increasing the yield of rubber 
from a given acreage by scientific methods of cultivation. 
Bud grafting has been suggesting as a method of largely 
increasing the rubber yield, and now comes a definite state- 
ment of just what this scientific handling of rubber culti- 
vation may be expected to do. In a recent issue of this paper 
we published a statement by C. B. Seger, president of the 
United States Rubber Company, to the effect that on his 
company’s latest planted areas in Sumatra and Malaya, 
which were given the benefit of bud grafting, a yield of 1,000 
pounds of crude rubber per acre is expected. 

This company is one of the largest growers of rubber 
in the world, its plantations covering some 83,000 acres. 
Of this total about 30,000 acres have been planted with bud 
grafted stock. The average yield from the company plan- 
tations during 1926 was 441 pounds of crude rubber per acre. 
This means that the bud grafted areas are giving more than 
“double the amount of rubber than were formerly expected. 

In President Seger’s statement there is a very inter- 
esting and significant clause, as follows: “The real prob- 
lem in budding is to find a strain that will not only run 
true to yield through succeeding generations of trees, 
but in other desirable characteristics as well. It takes 
several generations of trees to be sure that a strain has 
all the desirable characteristics, including high yield.” 

This gives some idea of the patience as well as skill 
called for in developing improved strains of the plant life 
that gives us our essentials of modern Tife. Science is play- 
ing a tremendous role in conserving and increasing our rub- 
ber supply. With the agricultura] experts of such companies 
as the United States Rubber Company working on one end 
of the problem and the chemists on the other, we have every 
reason for looking forward with confidence to a safe and 
sufficient supply of rubber, in spite of any restrictive legisla- 
tion that may be aimed at the output by foreign govern- 
ment. In the end we may find the British restrictions a 


blessing in disguise, since they started intensified research | 


and taught us the possibilities of conservation. 


Remind Them of the Snow 


HIS is the month when wide-awake service stations can 
acquire a large amount of extra business by the simple 
expedient of reminding their customers of the snow that 
“is not far behind.”” Most motor car owners today know that 
a check-up and overhauling are desirable before the coming 
of reallycold weather puts an extra burden on the engine. 
If the service station manager will drop a letter to 
each of his regular customers pointing out the need for 
a little attention to prepare the car for what is to come, 
he will be surprised at the number of jobs that will come 
into his shop. Such a letter should suggest a definite 
procedure, such as carbon cleaning and valve grinding, 
battery checking, carburetor adjustment, general lubri- 
cation and other check-ups suggested by the conditions 
prevalent in the locality. 


Car owners are careless. They mean to “do right by” 
their vehicle, but they simply forget.

| While the causes of undue or ex- 
cessive cylinder wear are well 
known to the trade, a few will be 
mentioned, as they have a bearing 
on ‘the point the service man 
stressed. The most common causes 
are: (1) Use of a crankcase lubri- 
cant which has collected 30 per cent. 
of gasoline, (2) washing of the cyl- 
|inder walls with gasoline because of 
|too much use of choke, (3) racing 
engine when starting from cold, (4) 
| oil leads choked by emulsion, (5) too 
high car speeds when engine is cold, 
| (6) use of partial choke, (7) incor-

Service Can Be Made More Profitable 
To Dealer by Educating Car Owner on | 
Reasons for Repairs, Advises Shattuck

NE who has made quite a study of automotive service 
makes the quite pertinent suggestion that’if less atten- | 
tion was given to performing mechanical operations and 
| more devoted to molding the opinions of the car owner that | 
| service would be more profitable to the dealer and more 


service department than correcting 
the troubles after they develop or 
become serious. In other words, i | 
is held that it is more important to 
|€ducate the owner who is ignorant | 
t| and careless than it is to sell him a 
| quality repair job at an attractive 
| price. 

This service man goes on to point 


out that the buyer of a car pur- | 


| chases something ‘other than a car. 
|He must have been pleased and 
sold on the make and model se~ 
lected and believed that his choice 
was one that would obtain for him 
efficient, dependable and econom- 
|}ical operation. If the design, ma- 
terial and workmanship be correct 
and satisfactory results 
forthcoming because of ignorance 
or carelessness on the part of the 
buyer, is it logical to pass the buck 
to the owner? 

This service expert acknowledges 
that the owner should assume his 
share of the responsibility and that 
it would be impractical for the car 
dealer to attempt to educate all the 
car owners. But the service man 
holds that the causes of cylinder 
failure could be largely avoided if 
the service department would see 
to it that the owner was made ac- 
quainted with the reasons respon- 
sible for undue cylinder wear and 
sold on avoiding the possibility of 
trouble and expense. Instead of 
selling lubrication, the results of 
good lubrication coupled with an 
intelligent use of the choke and 
throttle should be sold. And this 
service man points out that the 
mechanical and electrical compo- 
nents making for difficult starting 
should first be given attention. 

When the customer comes into 
the service station with griefs to 
air, or with complaints, instead of 
just making a repair, why not 
analyze the cause and diplo- 
matically advise the owner of the 
whys and wherefores? Most of 
the complaints are due to inexperi- 
ence or carelessness on the part 
of the complainer, so instead of 
making a repair or an adjustment, 
why not correct the owner’s faults 
and then make the repair? It may 
take some courage on the part of 
the service man to inform the 
owner he was at fault, but surely 
it can be diplomatically done and 

in the guise of helping the owner 

avoid a repetition of the trouble 
and expense.

WAR HITS WEST 


Cities of Vancouver iad 
Portland Sterm 
Center

ANCOUVER, WASH., Oct. 20.— 
A _ war.of retaliation over the 
rights of motor trucks in Oregon 
to enter -this state without first 
obtaining a Washington trucking 
license is in progress at this city, 
where the bulk of the Portland, 

Ore., delivery trucks enter Wash- 

ington via the Interstate Bridge. 

More than 100 Portland trucks 
have been. halted by state highway 
patrolmen as they attempted te en- 
ter this state and the operators in- 
formed that first they would have 
to obtain Washington licenses. In 
most cases the licenses have been 
taken ont, but at least one large | 
Portland department store has re- | 
fused to apply for the Washington | 
permits and has threatened to mane 
a test case of the matter.

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Wireless Principle 
Used in Making 
Good Wire 


INT, Mich., Oct. 20.—A wire- 
less principle is employed in 
making wire for electrodes of a 
spark plug, according to H. Rabez- 
zana, research engineer of the 

AC Spark Plug Company. 

“The wire used for the electrodes 
must have extreme resistance to 
high temperature and to the cor- 
rosive action of hot gases and the 
spark,” the engineer explains. 

“We developed in our own plant 
an alloy which for the purpose of 
making wire is superior to any 
other metal ever encountered by our 
engineers. 

“It is quite a trick to manipulate 
metals of this kind in view of their 
extremely high melting point. Be- 
cause of the necessity of keeping 
such metals free from impurities— 
they must be melted under condi- 
tions that will not permit the “a 
f a gas furnace to come in con- 
tact. with them. This is the way 
it’s done:— 

“The actual melting pot is sur- 
rounded by a coil of wire, directly 
connected with a transformer which 
supplies about 7,000 volts. _ The coil 
is water cooled, so that it carries 
this high current without itself 
reaching a high temperature, and 
there is a heavy lining of insulating 
material between the coil and the 
retort. : 

“By a process of induction, which 
employs the radio principle, the 
heat generated by the current is 
all concerned upon the metal to 
be melted. The surroundings are 
so cool that the crucible employed 
may be lifted with no special pre- 
cautions and the molten metal 
poufed into molds without any dis- 
comfort to the operator, although 
the metal has a melting point of 
over 2,500 degrees F. 

“The special alloy made in this 
way is free from impurities and 
has the highest possible resistance 
to the extreme conditions met with 
in spark plug operation.” 


Garage Noises 
Annoy Chicago 
Residents 


Chicago, Oct. 20.—The corpora- 
tion counsel of Chicago has been 
asked for an opinion on the mat- 
ter of stepping the din of racing 
motors, hammering by mechanics 
and other noises in big apartment 
building garages. 

Residents of the fashionable North 
Shore and the South Shore, where 


many skyscraper apartments are lo- | 


t with garage accommodations 
on the upper floors, complain that 
these private cells for cars are as 
objectionable as public shops, auto- 
mobiles entering and leaving at all 
hours, repair work going on, and, in 
some cases, gas and oil being 
pumped as at filling stations. In 
several of the basement garages, 
hundreds or more cars are cared 
for, it is said. 

Inquiry at the zoning board of ap- 
peals disclosed that a “community 
garage” may 'be maintained in an 
apartment house, providing that it 
occupies no more than 15 per cent. 
of the area of the lot and contains 
space for no more than four cars 
per family living in the building.
